GENERAL DESCRIPTION . ¥ 


Standard Pressure Filters are built for 67 pounds working pressure per square inch and tested 
to 100 pounds. The filtering materials are specially selected and led sien sand and gravel. 

Valves and fittings 3 inches and smaller are screwed pattern, 4 inch and larger are flanged. 

‘The water enters the filter at the top and is deflected by a baffle plate so that the filter bed is 
not disturbed. It then gs downward uniformly through the filter bed and is collected in a 
piping system covering the entire bottom of the filter, and passes to the outlet. 

The suspended matter which it is desired to filter from the water collects on the upper portion 
of the filter and when sufficient has collected to cause a loss in pressure of 5 pounds the filter 
must be cleaned, which is accomplished by reversing the flow of water and washing upward through 
the filter and out at the top to the waste, 

The use of a Congulant is essential with a Pressure Sand Filter if it is desired to remove all 
suspended matter visible to the naked eye. This Coagulant usually Ammonium Aluminum Sul- 

hate, commonly called Filter Alum, is introduced to the water by means of the Pressure Coagulant 

‘eeder which consists of an iron container with the necessary valves, pij and fittings to allow 
a small portion of the water going to the filter to be by-passed through it and return back to 
the inlet line of the filter carrying a small amount of Alum in solution. When the water contains 
sufficient alkalinity, this minute amount of Alum produces Hydrate of Alumina, a sticky gelatinous 
substance which brings the impurities in the water together into large particles and thus is unable 
to pass the top of the filter bed. 


In the case of swimming pools or natural water supplies having very little alkalinity, an addi- 
tional Pressure Chemical Feeder, similar to the Alum Feeder should be used to introduce small 
amounts of Soda Ash, or some such chemical, to the water. 

It is important that the filter be back-washed when necessary and that sufficient water be 
available for this purpose. Care should be taken by the operator, when back-washing, that he 
does not exceed the rate of 15 gallons per square foot per minute and thus wash sand out to the 


sewer and possibly disturb the filter bed, also that he does not waste water by endeavoring to 
wash at too slow a rate.

with regard to my proposal te have an additional doer placeé on the 
ineide of the girle infirmary and the steff room above in the girls 
dormotory, I would recommend that we place metal weather stripping 
on the frame of the opening in the staff bedroom 2nd floor, 
it ie not practical te open the fire door and the inside door 
outwards hinged on the same jam}, 
about the door in the girls 
infirmary on the firet floor I would not consider thie a public 
exit to the fire escape as it opene from a private room which is 
to be used ae a room for the sick, at most there would not be 
more than two patients occupying the room at the same time, 
4f there wae more heds placed in this room along with the rest of 
the furniture you would hardlyexpect to have a clear passegeway 
to the fire escape if this particular fire escape opening was to 
be used first for the cooupants of the room I see no reason why 
an ineide door should not be put on, unless you consider 
this @ public exit, then it would not he practical to have an 
ineide door opening inwards, on this partioular floor we have a class 
roomwhich is near the fire escape at the other end and all 
Occupants on that side of the steirs would take it, on the side

I received your letter of the 19th. November with 
reference to the power to be used to ap the laundry machinery. 
I would recommend that these machines be eleotrically driven 
from an economical standpoint as well as Deing the most convenient 
to suit the space available. The Principal is very anxious to have 
it run this way as it will be easier for the Sisters to operate 
when starting up than it would be with a gasoline engine. They 
could not start the engine up themselves and there would not be 
a man there all the time. We could install another unit of the 
Deleo plant now installed, which would make the electSical capacity 
3 H.P., enough to run the laundry machines iad and dough mixer, 
if it is your intention to have one installe ° I would recommend 
that you install another unit of the Delco plant of the following 
type, 110 volts, D.o. 1250 watts. The batteries now installed 
will be sufficient for the additional unit. 


If you install a gasoline engine it will require 
one of the eayeney ef 6 H.P. This will take up more room with 
the cooling; it will also use up more gasoline and it is not very 
convenient to drive the dough mixer, as the belts would be run 
through the corridor. If you install mixer it will be of one 
sack capacity and it would take 1s hep. The laundry machines would 
not be run at the same time as the mixer. The mixer should have 
a meter attached. 

You will have to supply 4 gasoline storage tank of 
300 gals. capacity for either an extra unit or engine if used. 

It woulé take lg H.P. motor to run the laundry machinery. Again, 
if we put in a gasoline engine we will have to use a counter 
shaft on the laundry machines aswe have to place the machines 
close to the south wall to give all the room possible in the 
laundry room. I may say that the radiators are placed on the 
eeiling in this room which mkes it necessary to use a counter 
shaft to run off the line shaft.

Phillip's sohool, 
J have to advise you that the arrangements made 
with the veloo Light people were with the under- 
standing thet the plant would be required to work 
the pump in addition to supplying electric energy 
for lighting purposes. 
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I may point out that the two de- 
mands upon the plent are operations that will he 
performed at seperate times of the dey, as there will 
be no necessity to work the pump et night when art- 
ificial light will be needed. However, both the 
electric light plent and pump have been inetalled 
and the necessary connections made, and the making 
of any ohange now would entail increased expenditure, 
indeed, I am doubtful whether there is gafficient 
apace to install a gasoline engine, as the building 
for the pressure tanks wes designed with the under- 
etanding that the pump woulda be operated electrically. 
I think it would he wiee, therefore, to allow the 
present arrangements to stand.

If the Department would consider this proposition, my 
advice would be that the matter of building a new Roman 
Catholic School on the Keeseekouse reserve be deferred. 

I do not see that the R. C. Church authorities would object 
very much to this being done. They could transfer their 
appropriation to the building of a school at some other 
point for this year. We will certainly get nowhere with 
the Indians on the Cote reserve so long as existing 
conditions continue.

Standard Pressure Filt are built for 67 pounds working pressure per square inch and tested 
to 100 pounds. The filtering materials are specially elected and graded silica sand and gravel. 

Valves and fittings 3 inches and smaller are screwed pattern, 4 inch and larger are flanged. 

‘The water enters the filter at the top and is deflected by a baffle plate so that the filter bed is 
not disturbed. It then passes downward uniformly through the filter bed and is collected in a 
piping system covering the entire bottom of the filter, and passes to the outlet. 

The suspended matter which it is desired to filter from the water collects on the upper portion 
of the filter bed and when sufficient has collected to cause a loss in pressure of 5 pounds the filter 
must be cleaned, which is accomplished by reversing the flow of water and washing upward through 
the filter and out at the top to the waste.

I would refere you to page 51 paragraph 6 wherein it says that

building to the septic tank to be 8" in diameter vitrified clay 
pipe, the discharge pipe from the septic tank to the field tiles 
shall be of similar vine 8" in diameter.

depth of 38ft x3'8" in dia, the well is circular and cribbed to 
a depth of 26ft with lumber and the lewer pertion with brick, 
the well was put dewn last year, 

there is approx, 3ft of water in 
the well and quicksand was reached at the present depth, when the 
well was put down I understand that they could not go further as 
they had ne pumps , 


the supply of water is abundant for ordinary 
domestic use as the well stands at present, 
by using the present 
handpump we were able to pump 4 barrells before it showed any 
signs ef émpty and after an interval of 10 minutes the water 
supply renewed again the pipe dees net go dewn more than 2ft in 
the waterbelow the normal water level. 
we are not in a position te 
give a definate report on the capacity of this well without a 
Suitable pump and sandpeint»to make a test,

this well was put down lOft lewer there sight be an abundant 
supply of water for all requirements,

Where the sewer lines comes out of the buil- 
ding they are down 7' below the basement floor.outside 
the building they are 4' below natural grade to top of 
pipe.Where the pipe enters the septic tank it is down 
2'6" from grade to top of p pe.Where the two 6" pipes 
enter NO.I “anhole on west side of septic tank,they are 
down 2' 8" to the tep of the pipes. 

At the entrance to the inspection chamber 200 F¢ 
from the building the pipe is down 2'4" below grade. 

The 4" Terra Cota field tiles are down appro-

dormotory, I would recommend that we place metal weather stripping 
on the frame of the opening in the staff hedroom 2nd floor, 
it is not practical to open the tire door and the inside door 
outwards hinged on the same jamb, 
about the door in the girls 
infirmary on the first floor I would not consider this & public 
exit to the fire escape as it opens from & private room which is 
to be used as a room Zor the sick, at most there would not be 
more than two patients occupying the room at the same time, 
if there was more heds placed in this room alone with the rest of

I have had some correspondence with hire 
Grant, the Inspector of Construction, at the new ite 
Philips school in regard to the fire escapes and exits 
thereto. After receiving your letter of the 2hth ultimo 
I gave instructions that the exit doors should be made to 
open outwards and these directions are being carried oute 


I would point out, however, that on the 
girl's side of the school the exit to the fire escape 
on the second floor is through a staff bedroom, and that 
from the first floor throuch the girl's infirmary. At 
both tnese exits lire Grant suggested that an inner door 
should be hung opening inwards to make the rooms more 
weather proof during the winter. JI wrote stating that 
the object of plaving the exit doors to open outwards 
would be defeated if another door were to he placed 
at the same exit opening inwards, and I envlose @ vopy of 
his reply.

I am of the opinion that it would he a 
dangerous precedent to allow the plaving of a door to open 
inwards at fire exits, and while Mr. Grant suggests that the 
exit at tne other end of the passage on the boy's side 
could be used as the public exit, this will only apply 
on the Zirst floor as there is no means of communication 
on the 2nd floore ‘he only alternative would be to put 
metal weather stripping on the frames of the doors referred 
to, and after all this is really only a makeshift. 
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Another point taken up with me by lire Grant 
was that the fire escape on the girl's side ended on the rool 
of the porch below {rom which there is a drop ot 10 feet 
to the ground. His suggestion was to have a ladder from 
the porch roof, and I pointed out that this was undesirable 
as it would afford ingress to the building to mischievous 
poys. ‘The last paragraph in his letter suggests that this, 
when not in use, will be in # horizontal position and could 
be operated from the vestry on the ground floor, and this 
arrangement, of course, pre-supposes that some one would 
always be available in the vestry to let down the ladder. 
I do not like any of Nr. Grant's proposals to correct the 
original defects in planning the fire escapes, and I should 
like to have an expression of opinion from youe

I have not received any answer to my letter of 
the 10th. Nov., dealing with the doors on the fire escapes 
and ladder at roof of porch at the girls end. 


I would draw your attention to the plan of the 
gna. floor where it shows the partition wall between the girls 
and boys quarters, there is no opening provided in this wall 
as it was intended to have a complete separation between the 
boys and girls, this separation could be just as complete if 
there was a door placed in this wall at the stair landing for 
acess to the girls dormitory with a special lock that could 
be opened only with a key from either side by the guardians. 
In the event of fire in the dormitories there might possibly 
be some trouble at the fire exits at one or other of the 
dormitories which would cut of f the means of escape. 
having a door as mentioned it would act as an alternate 
means of escape should any of the fire escapes be blocked 
up during the time of a fire. I am taking an extreme view 
of the situation, apart from this door being valuable in 
the case of fire, the Sisters could make use of it when 
cleaning the dormitories, without having to go around by 
the staircase. I have taken the matter up with the 
Principals and he would like to have it done if you are

Sir:- 


I received your letter of the 19th. November with 
reference to the power to be used to operate the laundry machinery. 
I would recommend that these machines be electrically driven 
from an economical standpoint as well as peing the most convenient 
to suit the space available. The Principal is very anxious to have 
it run this way as it will be easier for the Sisters to operate 
when starting up than it would be with a gasoline engine. They 
could not start the engine up themselves and there would not be 
a man there all the time. We could install another unit of the 
Delco plant now installed, which would make the electiical capacity 
3 HeP., enough to run the laundry machines, pump and dough mixer, 
if it is your intention to have one installed. I would recommend 
that you install another unit of the Delco plant of the following 
type, 110 volts, D.C. 1250 watts. The batteries now installed 
will be sufficient for the additional unit. 


If you install a gasoline engine it will require 
one of the capacity of 6 H.P. This will take up more room with 
the cooling; it will also use up more gasoline and it is not very 
convenient to drive the dough mixer, as the belts would be run 
through the corridor. If you install mixer it will be of one 
sack capacity and it would take 1} hep. ‘The laundry machines would 
not be run at the same time as the mixer. The mixer should have 
a meter attached. 

You will have to supply 4 gasoline storage tank of 
300 gals. capacity for either an extra unit or engine if used. 

It woulé take 1} H.P. motor to run the laundry machinery. Again, 
if we put in a gasoline engine we will have to use & counter 
shaft on the laundry machines aswe have to place the machines 
close to the south wall to give all the room possible in the 
laundry room. I may say that the radiators are placed on the 
ceiling in this room which makes it necessary to use & counter 


shaft to run off the line shaft.

of batteries. By adding this unit it would do away with the using 
of the batteries for the operation of the laundry equipment , as it 
would be operated from the two generating units. 


PUBLIC ARCHIVES 
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This means of supplying power is the only one 
that is practicable, especially in an institution where there are 
only women to operate the laundry machinery, and besides, we have 
not the space in which to install a gasoline engine. 


I should be glad to have your authority to 
install an additional unit to the plant already on the ground, at 
a cost of $413.00, fob. Kamsack, installed. It will also be 
necessary to install a 14 H.P. motor for this unit, at an approximate 
cost of $120.00.

of two feet to come off the front at the ditch as shown on plan will 
be brought back to the fx, of the building to raise the grade 6"

Immediately on receipt of this letter 
I communicated with the Delco Light people, represented by the 
Bruce Robinson Company, and informed them of what the Principal 
had to say. They at once expressed the opinion that there was 
nothing very much wrong with the plant, but as they could not 
afford to have a statement of that kind made they sent a man 
up there at once and I am in receipt of a telephone message in 


which they inform me that the trouble was caused by some 

trifling matter of wires being crossed, a thing that anyone should 

have been able to detect. There seems to be a feeling in a great 
of our schools that any trifling thing that goes wrong all 

they have to do is to call up this office and make a complaint. 

I think if we had the right type of men managing these schools 


we would probably get much better results.

It is proper to operate the plant during a portion of the 
dey to recharge the batteries. That is a normal condition. 


We are accustomed to installations of the type of St. 
Phillips School, and this Plant has sufficient capacity 
for all needs of this School, based on the plans, and 
comparisons with Institutions of a Similar size. 


If the size of the lamp bulbs is increased over those 
generally used in similar Institutions and if the lights 
are extravagantly used, then of course another unit will 
probably be required, but in keeping with general practice, 
and experience of similar Institutions it has sufficient 
capacity. 


I might add, that in February we made a simple repair to 
the starting switch of the plant and that they have had 

no trouble since. We do not éven now acknowledge that this 
trouble was the fault of the plant, and we are certain 

of this, that if the instruction books of both plant and

With regard to the telephone line, 
the school is ahout six miles from the Agency which 
is connected with Kamsack, and the cost of continuing 
the telephone line for the distance named will be in 
the neighborhood of $200.00 per mile. This would have 
to be undertaken by contract, and, owing to the rise 
in the price of telephone poles, it may even exceed 
$200.00 per mile.

The fences at other 
schools are built by the staff, and why should we pay 
labour to build a fence here? Any Principal can say

made for wire and the Department insisted on it the be 
fence would have built Had it been Mr. Hemdry, £ 
at Portage la Prairie, or Mr. Rhodes, at File Hills, g 
or in fact any of our Principals who do businese in ¢ 4 
ousinesslike way, we would have had work done and ei 
there would have been nothing more said about it. I os 
believe that the fences at the schools in the Onion Lake aod 
Agency were built by the staff. I am not sure about this, a 
however, as there may have been some direct correspondence i 


with the Department on this subject. If it is your 
desire that gates should be supplied for this school, 
that I should hire men to put the fence up I will see t 
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this is done; personally I am opposed to it. I may say @ 
that in July this Principal made the statement to Agen 3 
McKenzie at one of our Inepectors had told h it was 0 


the poli of the Department not to use willow pickets 

for the purpose of fencing school property, but to use 
cedar posts. The Inspector in question was spoken to 
about this matter, and denied absolutel hat he made any 
statement whatever about the posts, and added that he did 
not see why willow posts should not be sed for this fence, 
as they are used by all the farmers in the district, in 
fact we are exporting willow pickets from this very reserve 
for fencing elsewhere. I fear the Rev. Principal here has 
not the right idea as to what is expected of him. 


I will have an estimate made as to the 
cost of levelling the ground around th school buildings, 
which I think, of course, is a proper charge against the 
Department.

I have your letter of the 9th. inetant ,No.117-3-5, 
informing me that the Rev. Principal of the St. Phillips 
Indian Residential School recently visited Ottewe, and 
represents that they are unable to provide the labour in 
connection with the building of a root house, as the boys 
at the school are all small, and you advise me that I may 
expend an additional $250.00 in this connection. 
that you have authorized this additional expenditure. 
Principal at this school is just as well able to provide the 
labour to build a root house as they are at any other school 
where we expect them to do some of the work. At File Hills, 
the Principal, who is no differently situated than the 
Principal at &t. Phillips, undertook to ouild a root house 
with the help of his own staff and the pupils, and the result 
ie that he has a wonderful place at no cost to the Indian 
Department. His idea is to provide and do as much as he 
possibly can himself, carrying out the Department's 

repeated instructions that Principals are to do as much of 
the work as possible, At the C. of E. School on the 

Peigan Reserve, the Indian Agent estimates the cost of the 
material at $85.00, and the school staff are doing the 

work, although the situation here is, if anything, more 
difficult than at St. Phillips. Also at Morley, where 

we are just beginning, and the pupils are small, @ root 
house was built without employing outside labour.

There are four pillars in this classroom, 
standing four and one-half feet apart.

I am 
very sorry to have to draw your attention to this 
matter as this is a new school home and I have no 
doubt it was intended to have it modern in all res- 
pects. I suppose that these four pillars are & means 
of supporting the structure above them, yet surely 
some means could be devised that would make possible 
the elimination of these obstructions. Even at this 
stage, I have no hesitation in suggesting that the 
question of removing them be thoroughly investigated 
and some method be adopted to support the building 
without these pillars.

and noted that it was not developing its full amperage. 
The engine requires overhauling; possibly new piston 
rings might increase its efficiency. I am of the opinion, 
however, that this plant has been working under an 

over load, and no plant can be expected to keep in good 
working order if loaded beyond its capacity. There is a 
deposit in the bottom of the battery jars, which will 
soon put them out of business. The plant is a 1} kilowatt 
Delco. The pump used in connection with the pressure 
system requires 1 kilowatt to operate it, and it will 
readily be seen that the plant must be kept in condition 
to develop its full capacity of power. 

I found the dormitories well aired. The 
mattresses provided on the beds are comfortable woolen 
mattresses. 

The classrooms are bright and suited for 
their purpose. The kitchen, dining room, and laundry 
accommodation is rather cramped for space. The girls 
are given training in sewing, patching, and mending. 

When visiting the sewing room, the Sister in charge 

stated that they would like to have two more sewing 
machines - one ordinary machine, and one with which they 
could sew leather. She also stated that they could make 
good use of a knitting machine as the ready made stockings, 
which they buy, do not wear as well as those which they 
could make themselves if they had the machine. 

The outbuildings are all new, and well 
suited for their respective purposes. An ice house was 
in the course of construction at the time of my visit.

There are 63 pupils enrolled, 
twenty-five boys and twenty-eight girls. I visited

I recently received @ voluntary commun- 
ication from the Regina Re oresentative of the Delco Licht 
‘yigidaire, with reference to the lighting plant which 
was installed hy them at the st- Shillips School in the 
Pelly agency, advising me that an expert recently inspec~- 
ted the installation and reports that the present plant is 
very considerably overloaded. 


Phe original connected load was 2500 watts, 
and a 1250 watt plant with batteries was sufficient to 
operate this load satisfactorily and was therefore installed. 
The report states however that the size of the light pulhs 
has been largely increased with the result that the con- 
nected load is now nearly 5000 watts or double what was 
originally provided for. 


Yhis question of overloading was taken up 
at the time the plant was installed, but it is clear that 
the authorities at the school have ignored the warnings 
which were given them that the plant could only satisfact- 
orily operate if discretion was used in the use of light 
bulbs. 


I think this information I have received from 
the Company should he in the nands of the Department, 4s, 
while the generator has heen overhauled by the Company and 
is operating in a first class manner, it clearly cannot he 
expected to carry th: load which is now heing forced upon it. 
In the meanwhile, the hatteries are heing worn out and as & 
result will require replacement t is fall.

Following up my verbal report to you the other day 
about the light plant after heing out of light and water for 
a@ week I have had a new Armature installed in the generator 

hut it does not work satisfactory tecause of the batteries 
teing worn out. The sediment touching the plates in every 
cell and consequently short circuiting the current throwing 
too heavy a load on the generator. 


I do not expect this new generator to last long in 
this condition, in fact although everything else on the engine 
is in good shape the generator produces only six amps instead

I have your 11 of the 2nd instant, with 
reference to the water gupply at the St. Philips Indian 
Residential School. I have reviewed the de par tmental 
files in this connection, and I find that, in addition 
to a well which the mission dug, to & depth of 40 ft., 
in 1926, there is the well in the basement of the new 
school, which was prepared by the Wyndiels Construction 
Company, at a cost of approximately $1700. This well 
is 6 ft. in diameter, approximately 37 ft. deep, cir- 
gular, with concrete walls and an 8" brick wall from 
the bottom of well to the quicksand. At that time, 

Mr. Roderic Grant, Inspector of Construction, put down 
a 6" test hole and struck water at 24' 6" below natural 
grade. The location of the test hole was 20 ft. from 
the south side of the machinery room on the left side 
elevation. The elevation where the well was sctually 
dug was approximately 5 ft. lower than the test hole. 


The Inspector of Construction reported, in 
January, 1928, that extra work was necessary on the 
pump house. The floor of this building is 4 ft. lower 
than the floor of the machinery room and the floor of 
the pit for tne pump is enother 4 ft. lower still. At 
that time, it was stated that the base of the pump had 
to be lowered so that the suction 1ift would not be more 
than 21’ 6".

In October, 1928, the Bruce Robinson Electric 
Limited, of Regina, when making a report regarding the 
yasping of water, stated: "The water level in the well 
is 3' 6" below what was stated to be the lowest level. 
If ary weather continues 4t will likely drop further. 

The pump hole should be excavated to & further depth of 
5B ft. and the pump set that much farther down to provide 
inst a continuance of the shortage of water. The 
gupply line from tank to main feed pipe should be changed 

from one to two inches." 
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Commissioner Graham, on September 29, 1929, 
wrote that the Reverend Principal wanted permission to 
dig another well, about 30 ft. deep, presumably outside 
the building. This was authorized, and a few weeks 
later the Department paid an account in favour of G. R. 
Hutohigon, of Kamsack, for digging the well 20 ft. deep, 
at $1.00 a foot and 27 feet at $1.50 a foot. A $50 pump

a@ communication from the Principal of the St. Philips Indian 

Residential School, with reference to the repairs and improve~ 

ments which he considers to be necessary. 


In this connection I would request that you will 
furnish definite information as to the equipment that is re- 
uired to place the electric lighting system in good con- 

tion. It is noted, from the Principal's letter, that 

"the first and absolutely important improvement is the re- 
Placing of the power plant, as it has always been inadequate 
to do the work". In your letter, you refer to a Delco engine 
as being required. Does the Principal require a complete new 
Jighting outfit or only a gas engine to operate the plant’ 
I may say that new batteries for the electric light plant 
were furnished in August, 1931, and that they should still be 
in a satisfactory condition. If an engine only is required, 
you should state the horse power and the make of engine you 
recommend, and, if possible, its apr roximate cost. 


With reference to the painting of the floors in 
the basement, please furnish an approximate estimate of the 
cost of the paint required. It is presumed that the labour 
could be carried out by the school staff.

For your information, I may say that there is an 
amount of $800 provided in the Estimates for general repairs 
and improvements at this school. When we have information 
as to the requirements and the cost of the electric light 
equipment and paint for the basement floors, consideration 
will be given as to whether there will be sufficient funds 
to furnish a time clock for the night watchman. It is noted 
that the services of a night watchman have been employed 
for over two years. The Principal should see that he per- 
forms his duties faithfully.

real light at last was worth a sacrifice, but it sed 
as if we were after all to have only the same powdg 
in the generator we are going to. have and books 
will be only for the long days of summer when books 
loose their interest for children ‘ 
We can not allow our children to read after sundown 
not to injure their eyes 
Trusting our position will be understood
